Mountain View County voters have 
thrown out most of the current council 
and elected two Rural Roots leaders and 
three of the group’s conditional support¬ 
ers in an overwhelming vote for change. 

Of the current council only Reeve A1 
Kemmere held his Div. 7 seat - and just 
barely, as businessman Mike Radford fin¬ 
ished with 190 votes compared to 
Kemmere’s 218 in the unofficial count 
released after polls closed last night. 

In Div. 1, two-term incumbent Gwen 
Day lost to former Rural Roots director 
Kevin Good, who received 341 votes com¬ 
pared to Day’s 227. 

In Div. 2, incumbent Lana Yakimchuk 


was roundly defeated by mortgage broker 
Patricia McKean, whose unofficial tally 
was 351 votes compared to Yakimchuk’s 
201 . 

In the biggest numerical upset of the 
night, Div. 3, challenger Duncan Milne 
more than tripled incumbent Everett 
Page’s 101 votes, finishing with 343 votes. 

A close-fought race in Div. 4 saw incum¬ 
bent Kathy Blain, with 210 votes, edged 
out by Ag Services Board chair Bruce 
Beattie, who received 268 votes. 

Farmer Robert Orr finished first in the 
three-way race for Div. 5, receiving 230 
votes compared to Verna McFadden’s 175 
and Linda Burrell’s 120 votes. 

And former Rural Roots president 
Paddy Munro came out on top in the five¬ 
way race for Div. 6 with 342 votes, fol¬ 


lowed by Ken Heck (221 votes), Bob 
Nerrie (45), Hans Ullmann (36) and 
William Davies (19). 

“It’s exactly what I expected,” Munro 
said after the unofficial results came in. 

“As 1 was going door to door everybody 
was saying, The incumbents absolutely 
didn’t listen to what we told them.' Now 
they’re going to listen," Munro said. 

Good was quick to point out that candi¬ 
dates who have been identified as condi¬ 
tional Rural Roots supporters - McKean, 
Milne and Orr - are not tied to the group 
but are “just rural-minded people like 
three-quarters of the county’s population 
... average joes who didn’t like the way 
things were headed.” 

“I would say we’re like-minded," Munro 
said of the five candidates. “But let me be 


two-term reeve was philosophical about 
the results. 

“A year ago we told (the Rural Roots) 
people that if they really believed in what 
they were saying they should run for 
council. So some did and they’ve come 
through as winners and now we have to 
sit down and build a team,” Kemmere 
said, adding that the county went through 
a similar upheaval six years ago but man¬ 
aged to work through it. 

As to whether he would serve a third 
term as reeve if asked, Kemmere said it 
was too early to say. 

“I’m gonna wait and go through some 
orientation with these people and see 
where they’re coming from before I make 
that decision,” he said. 

Munro also said he believes the new

absolutely clear. Trish (McKean), I met 
her one month ago when she filed her 
papers.

For Kemmere, the bust incumbent stand¬ 
ing, the outcome came as a surprise - “in

Tri-Community Transportation Satellite Project Seeks Seed Dollars 

In February of 2010. a group of human service providers working in Carstairs, Cremona, and 
Didsbury and their surrounding areas identified a significant gap in service for members of 
our community (seniors, low-income families or individuals, persons with disabilities) who 
require transportation to essential services such as the food bank, social activities, dental 
offices, and medical appointments (regular and/or specialist) and other health related 
appointments in Mountain View County and Calgary. 

The Tri-Transportation Committee consisting of representatives from Mental Heath, the 
Didsbury Hospital Social Work Program, the Family and Community Support Services 
(FCSSes) of participating communities including Mountain View County, and the Rocky View 
Regional Handy-Bus Society are engaged in phase one of a three-phase pilot project. 

To date, a proposal has been accepted from the Rocky View Regional Handy-Bus Society 
(Airdrie) for the provision of a 24 month satellite program ending in January of 2014 
(pending seed funding).

Casino review under review again

The more than 40 charity groups in Didsbury eligible to 
conduct casinos to raise funds will continue to endure 
long wait times for the opportunity to do so despite the 
completion of a long-awaited MLA review. 

The thorough review of charitable gaming policies for 
wait times, distribution of proceeds and volunteer 
requirements is now being referred to the Alberta Gaming 
and Liquor Commission (AGLC) for further research. 

Tlie committee’s report, released Iasi week, outlines 
complex issues in finding a fair and equitable solution for 
all eligible charities in Alberta, according to government 
officials. 

“It’s clear the issues raised in this report need more 
analysis and research," said Frank Oberle, Solicitor 
General and Minister of Public Security, responsible for 
the AGLC’. “Given the importance of charitable gaming 
dollars to so many charities and the communities they 
serve, we want to take the extra time to get it right." 

No indication was given its to how long tlie gaming and 
liquor board would take to research the review. In the 
meantime, existing AGLC policies remain unchanged. 

The Didsbury Elks Club, like many other charity and 
sport groups in the area, hits a nearly three-year wait to 


conduct a casino. Prior to demand being so high across 
the province, the club used to conduct casinos every 18 
months. 

It was one of 1,400 participants to partake in 16 region¬ 
al consultations Iasi fall conducted by the MIA advisory 
committee. 

An additional 4(X) written submissions from affected 
groups were also considered as part of the review. 

The three-member Ml .A advisory committee was struck 
in September 2(H)!), in response to 125 letters of complaint 
issued over a two-year period regarding the charitable 
gaming model. 

Eligible groups like the Didsbury Curling Club say 
there's no other event similar to casinos where as much 
money can be made - $25,000 in two days for the curling 
club. 

Volunteers from each group work a two-day casino in 
their designated area, one of eight casino regions in the 
province. Proceeds from table games and slot machines 
are pooled regionally and paid out equally to the charities 
that took part. 

With the lure of bigger money, the number of charities 
applying to operate a casino has increased to the point 
where accomodating all (he requests takes up to three 
years depending on the region in which they are applying.

Avoiding the 
El Tax

Imagine your neighbour hits you in 
the head with a hammer, and then 
says you should be elated that he hit 
you only once because originally he 
had planned to hit you three times. 
This is the kind of argument Finance 
Minister Flaherty is using to sell his 
Employment Insurance (El) tax hike 
planned for January 1st next year. 

In 2008, then Human Resources Minister Monte Solberg 
made a good policy move by making KI a stand-alone, 
self-financing fund. Unfortunately, this long overdue 
move was done just ahead of the recession. This change 
mixed with higher unemployment and a myriad of new El 
spending caused the El fund to run a deficit. Tax hikes are 
the government's response to this deficit. 

The El deficit is due in part to the government having 
added $3 billion in new costs to the program by temporar¬ 
ily extending and increasing benefits, while temporarily 
adding new training programs. While the government 
does plan to end the temporary spending, it will not be 
enough to avoid the El deficit. 

Mr. Flaherty is planning to increase El premiums by a 
rate of five cents per $100 of earnings for an employee 
and seven cents for an employer. He says this planned tax 
hike should elate Canadians because originally he had 
planned an even larger tax hike of 15 cents for employees 
and 21 cents for employers. 

Only a politician would find this argument compelling. 
The government would have Canadians believe that there 
are only two choices: tax hikes or a continued deficit in 
El. There is another alternative: reform the plan and stop 
using it as a slush fund. 

El ought to work like a real insurance program where 
one pays premiums against times when one needs to 
draw' income between jobs. El in Canada doesn’t work 
that way. For those in regions with low unemployment, El 
is harder to get and pays less for shorter periods of time. 
It also funds many programs other than income replace¬ 
ment. 

In 2008-09 KI paid out $956 million for skills training; 
$423 million for job search and counselling services, $246 
million for special fishing benefits, $136 million to start 
self-employed businesses, $87 million in wage subsidies, 
$49 million in job creation partnerships, $143 million for 
worker adjustment planning and counselling, $94 million 
for aboriginal-specific training programs, $56 million to 
top up work-sharing, $54 million for human resources 
planning, $38 million for sector councils, $15 million for 
research on how to better help people find jobs, $1 mil¬ 
lion for labour market mobility planning and $10 million 
for youth awareness. 

There may be some merit to some of this spending, but 
it certainly is not ‘employment insurance.’ It is $2.3 billion 
of social programming funded by El premiums. It con¬ 
sumes approximately 12 per cent of premiums every year. 

Removing only half of this spending from El would 
avoid the government's planned tax hike. 

It also merits note that El costs $1.8 billion just to 
administer. Perhaps savings might also In* found here. 

El increasingly is helping to define the differences 
between the federal Liberals, Tories and NDP. 

The Conservatives want premium hikes. The NDP and 
Bloc want to increase benefits and make it easier to get. 
The Liberals want to add a $250 million family care com¬ 
ponent to the program funded out of general revenue. 

Regrettably, all parties’ positions devolve to the usual 
consequence of costing taxpayers even more. Instead, 
what is needed for El is real reform, making it a real 
insurance program instead of the slush fund it has 
become.

Accommodate waitlists first 


The premier came to a dinner held 
in his honour in Red Deer on 
Thursday and he told media that the 
staffing shortage at Extendicare 
Michener Hill iis a learning situa¬ 
tion.! He then placed the blame on 
the appointed body, Alberta Health 
Services, which he said ihas the 
responsibility. Inn sure theyire going 
to learn from it.i Questions about 
continuing care continued at the 
dinner, apparently, when Stelmach 
was asked by someone in atten¬ 
dance about the provinceis plans for 
senior care, because there didrut 
seem to be a proper plan in place at 
Extendicare Michener Hill. 

Board members of the Central 
Alberta Council on Aging have 
raised questions during the past 
years about this changeover with the 
premier, our two MLAs, the minister 
for seniors and community supports, 
the minister of health and wellness 
and the board member, vice-presi¬ 
dent and staff of Alberta Health 
Services, Central Zone. 

We reminded them of our previous 
experience when the patients in the 
Richard Parsons wing of Red Deer 
hospital were transferred to Bethany 
CollegeSide. In that situation it also 
took many months for the new 
facility to operate at capacity and up 
to quality standards. Then as now, 
experienced staff were laid off, 
many with longtime service. The 
new operators refused to transfer 
them to the new facility and their 
valuable experience was lost. The 
new owners unrealistically expected 
that experienced care staff would 


transfer to the new facility, 
accepting lower wages, and no 
union agreement. A similar 
situation now prevails at 
Extendicare with similar results. 
These actions appear to be an 
attempt to cut cost at the expense of 
the patients and the workforce. It 
seems to be unnoticed or may even 
be approved by the Stelmach 
government. 

Perhaps this whole unfortunate 
situation is really a learning 
situation for the premier and his 
cabinet colleagues. Perhaps they 
might learn that their faith in P3s 
(public-private partnerships) is 
misplaced. The use and promotion 
by the Alberta government of P3s is 
accompanied by the loss of 
transparency and public 
accountability and downloading of 
cost to future generations; it is 
unacceptable. 

The Alberta government has never 
shown any comparisons or benefits 
of P3. 

Our local example: The public 
private partnership between Alberta 
Health and the Wellness and the 
former David Thompson Health 
Region and Extendicare, for the 
design, construction and operation 
of a icommunity of carei at 
Michener Hill in Red Deer was 
announced January 2(X)6. It took 
several years to complete 
negotiations. The undisclosed 
conditions of sale of the Michener 
provincial lands, and the 
downloading of future mortgage 
payments on the property to Alberta 


taxpayers for this project, are 
serious reasons for our concern. In 
public private partnerships 
proprietary conditions leave crucial 
information hidden and off the 
public record. They are contrary to 
the Stelmach and PC policy to 
remain debt free. The lack of due 
diligence by the Alberta government 
to negotiate and deliver a 
functioning project on time is plain 
to see. Now' four years later the 
premieris referral of the problem to 
Alberta Health Services should not 
allow him and his ministers to play 
the blame game, and avoid 
responsibility. 

We believe this project is an 
opportunity for the premier, cabinet 
and caucus to learn another lesson: 
privatization of health care does not 
work and it is the patients and their 
families who suffer. 

Meanwhile around 40 patients are 
still in Valley Park Manor. They are 
being looked after by the combined 
staff from the two Red Deer nursing 
homes, who had their layoff notices 
temporarily suspended. Sixty beds 
are vacant here. Our MIA Jablonski, 
who is also Minister for Seniors and 
Community Supports, now has an 
opportunity to reduce the wait list. 
There are 60 empty beds and surplus 
staff available. These should be 
filled, since Extendicare will not 
take any more transfers. The people 
on the wait-lists can and must be 
accommodated.

Seniors deserve protection 
and respect

With Remembrance Day just around the 
eomer it’s a good time of year to recognize 
the priceless contribution Canada’s older 
generations have made to the well-being 
and prosperity of each and every province 
and territory in this country. 

Unfortunately, while most Canadians 
show seniors the respect they rightly 
deserve, cases of elderly abuse and neglect 
continue to be seen in far tot) many com¬ 
munities, including in West Central 
Alberta. 

The federal government has launched a 
new public awareness campaign - called 
“It's Time To Face Reality” - aimed at 
heightening public awareness of senior 
abuse and its cost to society. 

Campaign officials say as with other 
types of crime, when it comes to elder 
abuse, members of the general public can 
make a big difference by becoming aware 
of the signs and symptoms of senior mis¬ 
treatment and acting to stop it. 

Health Canada says elderly abuse is “any 
action by someone in a relationship of trust 
that results in harm or distress to an older 
person, and neglect is a lack of action by 
that person in a relationship of trust with 
the same result.” 

A big part of the new campaign is trying 
to make everyone aware of the various 
types of elder abuse and the warning signs 
that such things may be occurring. 

Physical abuse can include striking, hit¬ 


ting, pushing, shaking, burning, shoving, 
inappropriate physical and chemical 
restraints; psychological abuse can include 
insults, threats, intimidation, humiliation, 
harassment, and isolation from family, 
friends or regular activities. 

Financial abuse can include misusing or 
stealing a senior’s assets, property or 
money, cashing an elderly person’s 
cheques without their permission, forging 
a senior's signature, or sharing the older 
person’s home without paying a fair share 
of the expenses. 

Signs that an elderly person may be being 
abused can include unexplained physical 
iryuries, poor nutrition or poor hygiene, 
improper use of medication, sudden drops 
in cash flow or financial holdings, or a 
reluctance to speak about concerns. 

While it is troubling to think that in this 
day and age some Alberta seniors are being 
subject to abuse at the hands of other 
Albertans, the hard fact is such despicable 
things are occurring, putting a black stain 
on this province’s good name in the 
process. 

West Central Alberta residents of all ages 
are encouraged to keep a good eye out for 
senior abuse and to report it promptly to 
the authorities. 

After all, seniors have done a great deal 
to make West Central Alberta the great and 
prosperous place it is today - and they 
should certainly be given all the protection 
and respect they deserve as community 
leaders.

The Alberta Senior 
Citizens’ Housing 

Association’s most recent 
tally of scams against its 
members’ seniors 

includes a Didsbury inci¬ 
dent. 

Through a member inci¬ 
dent reporting system, 
owners and operators of 
seniors’ independent and 
supportive/assisted living 
residences have noted 52 
scam incidents between 
January and the first part 
of September 2010. 

The ASCHA represents 
approximately 60 per 
cent of the seniors’ living 
sector in Alberta includ¬ 
ing lodges and manors - 
500 residences serving 
over 25,000 seniors. 

Of the 52 incidents 
reported, 60 per cent 
were the grandparent 
scam, also referred to as 
the grandchild or emer¬ 
gency scam. 

The incident reported 
at Didsbury’s Aspen 
Ridge Lodge in August 
was a Visa scam. 

Other incidents report¬ 
ed throughout the 
province included inheri¬ 
tance, banking, home 
sale, mystery shopper, 
cable, phone and movie 
investment scams. 

ASCHA shares reports 
of incidents with its 
entire membership and 
officials say the system 
has encouraged many 
members to hold meet¬ 
ings and sessions to 
inform and educate staff, 
residents, and their fami¬ 
lies of these incidents. 

“Sharing, communicat¬ 
ing and educating are all 
key to preventing these 
incidents from happening 
in the future," says 
ASCHA president Jim 
Hubbard. “Seniors are too 
often the targets for 
fraud. ASCHA and its 
members strive to do 
their part to protect the 
residents and tenants 
within their commu¬ 
nities."

Harvest Builders applies for 
funding 

Locally-based Harvest Builders is applying for more 
affordable bousing funding for a proposed build in 
Sundre. 

Sundre’s town council was asked for and agreed to send 
a letter of support for the proposal. No details about the 
project were released. 

Earlier this spring, Harvest Builders was one of 19 appli¬ 
cants to be approved for funding under an amended 
Canada - Alberta Affordable Housing Program 
Agreement. 

Non-profit organizations, private businesses and munic¬ 
ipalities were eligible to apply for the funding through 
Alberta's affordable housing Request for Proposals (RFP) 
process which leverages government funding with pri¬ 
vate-sector dollars. 

“The province is proud to partner with the federal gov¬ 
ernment, non-profit and for-profit groups to develop more 
affordable housing in Alberta," said Honourable Jonathan 
Denis, Minister of Alberta Housing and Urban Affairs dur¬ 
ing the May announcement, “These partnerships allow us 
to build more housing units at less of a cost to the 
taxpayer, which is particularly important during tough

economic times." 

Successful applicants receive funding to purchase or 
build affordable housing units, renovate existing rental 
units, develop secondary units in private homes or sup¬ 
port other options as identified hy the community. 

Harvest Builders was approved to receive a $1.6 million 
grant towards a $2.5 million, 20-unit build called Valarosa 
Park A in Didsbury. 

Overall, the federal and provincial governments will be 
contributing equally to fund $238 million in housing 
investments under the amended Canada - Alberta 
Affordable Housing Program Agreement. 

The first round of funding allocations which was 
announced in May, amounted to $70.9 million towards the 
creation of 880 affordable housing units in Alberta. 

BizPaL launches 

Starting and running a business in Didsbury just 
became easier, say town officials, thanks to BizPaL, a new 
online business permit and license service. 


Didsbury joins 97 other Alberta communities already 
offering the service. 

BizPaL is an innovative project that provides entrepre¬ 
neurs with simplified access to information on permits 
and licenses that they need to establish and nin their busi¬ 
nesses. 

This unique partnership between federal, provincial, 
territorial, regional and local governments is designed to 
minimize the paperwork burden that small business own¬ 
ers encounter. The Town of Didsbury has partnered with 
the provincial and federal government to provide a one 
stop shop to identify all permits that any new business 
would need. 

“Didsbury is the place to grow and we are committed to 
support new small business by simplifying the start-up 
process,” said mayor Brian Wittal prior to the official 
launch of the program last Friday. 

Business owners will have easier access to information 
about the permits and licenses they require, enabling 
them to get the tools they need to succeed more quickly, 
said Wittal. 

“BizPaL simplifies processes at three levels of govern¬ 
ment, reduces the complexity of regulation and paper 
work allowing entrepreneurs to focus on their business, 
not formalities," he said.

Farmers revisit antique techniques for harvest

“Hyah hyah” yelled out Lyle Brown as 
he pushed against a Percheron. Brown, 
working with family members Tracy and 
Jon Ewert was bringing four work hors¬ 
es into a close line and hooking them up 
to a 1920 John Deere binder in a wheat 
field just outside of C'arstairs. 

Four grandchildren kicked pebbles 
around in the driveway a couple of hun¬ 
dred feet away and glanced over every 
now and then to see what was happen¬ 
ing. 

The family was prepping for their 
yearly tradition of harvesting roughly 
five acres of grain using older farm 
equipment and horses to get the work 
done. 

As Brown saddled up to the seat and 
grabbed the reins in his hands, a feisty 
horse took off, and the others galloped 
with him. 

Brown swung back in his seat, holding 
tightly to the reins and stayed on as the' horses ran 
across the field in the opposite direction from where 
they were supposed to do the work. 

Brown was able to slow the horses down and bring 
them to a halt and Tracy and Jon rushed over. 

The machine was now overstuffed with grain and one 
of the bridles had broken. 

“That’s not supposed to happen," explained Tracy, who 
said one of the horses spooks easily from noise and they 
hoped by putting him in the middle of the pack he would 
follow the lead of the other horses. 

Tracy put on gloves and started pulling piles of grain 
from th<> machine* while John and Brown attended to the 
horses. 


“This is part of it. Back in the day if this happened, it 
was just another thing you had to deal with," explained 
Tracy. 

The family, who has lived in the area for generations, 
said they do this every year for a reason. 

“It’s to restore the heritage and keep it alive," 
explained Lyle, who doesn’t want his children or grand¬ 
children to lose sight of the history and tradition behind 
farming. “It’s important for them to know how to do 
this," he explained. Every year Lyle brings out his 
Percherons and gets the machine that his father restored 
out on the field. 

“It’s a great community event too," said Isle’s wife 
Betty, who said every year people in the community ask 


when they’re going to get started with 
the harvest. People from around the 
area enjoy coming out and helping 
stook the grain. 

Stuart Hooper, 92, Henry Brown, 88, 
and Dave Smith arrived last Tuesday 
afternoon to help arrange the bundles 
into groups of eight. 

The three remember stooking grain by 
hand 70 years ago. 

“Well 1 realized today I’m not quite as 
strong as I used to be,” said Hooper, 
laughing as he bent over with a pitch- 
fork to grab the bundles and arrange 
them in groups. Brown and Hooper 
taught youngsters Lyle and cousin Hob a 
trick to stooking. They put a final bun¬ 
dle on the top, sloping down. 

“That way if it rains or snows the 
water runs down," said Hooper, who 
explained the purpose of stooking is to 
allow the grain to dry. 

Hooper said in the 80s and 40s he 
helped work on Dave Smith’s father’s 
farm and Brown did as well. The two 
said they could stook about 20 acres a day earning 25 
cents an hour, or $2.50 a day. 

The three agree on the importance of keeping the tra¬ 
dition alive and teaching younger generations the art of 
doing the harvesting by hand. 

“Back then it was all community support," said 
Hooper, explaining that the community worked together 
on each other’s farms to make sure everything was com¬ 
pleted. 

The next step of the process will be threshing when 
everyone will collect the dried grain bundles ami have 
them put into a thresher that separates the edible part of 
the grain from the straw. That will he done in the next 
few weeks.

Plane crash 
still under 
review

Tin* investigation into a 
plane crash that killed 
three men northwest of 
Sundre on September 24 is 
continuing on several 
fronts, says .John Pearson, 
senior investigator with 
Transportation Safety 
Board of Canada air 
branch. 

As of late last week, 
investigators still had not 
determined what caused 
the Cirrus SR-22 to slam 
into a cattle pasture about 
eight kilometres northwest 
of Sundre and burst into 
flames, he said. 

Chuck Matson, 51 of 
Calgary, Stephen Brosseau, 
4.i, of Spruce Grove, and a 
42-year-old Edmonton man 
died at the scene. 

The investigation is tak¬ 
ing place using the so- 
called three-corner tech¬ 
nique, Pearson explained, 
with investigators looking 
at the aircraft, the pilot and 
any environmental factors. 

“Looks like we will be 
gathering information on 
this for quite some time," 
said Pearson. “Our Ottawa 
lab has some of the plane’s 
components, parts of the 
airplane engines and the 
like, and we have some 
here (in Edmonton) and we 
are examining those. And 
we are working with state¬ 
ments of individuals who 
may have seen the airc raft 
and with the maintenance 
records of the plane. And 
we are looking into the 
pilots’ records as well.” 

An eyewitness to the 
crash, Lance Dejax, said he 
saw the plane spiral into 
the ground. A massive fire¬ 
ball followed immediately 
after the crash. 

Tiie single-engine aircraft 
was built in 2005. It had left 
the Springbank airport, 
west of Calgary, ;md flew 
directly to the crash site 
area. 

Asked if investigators 
have so far been able to 
rule anything out as a pos¬ 
sible cause, he said it is 
known that the aircraft did 
not run out of fuel. 

“We can pretty well rule 
that out with the intense 
post impact fire. There* was 
plenty of fuel on board,” he 
said. 

Investigators have deter¬ 
mined that the aircraft’s 
ballistic recovery system (a 
parachute for the entire air¬ 
craft) deployed on impact, 
not before, he said. 

Investigators have yet to 
determine who was (lying 
the plane - two of the* 
deceased were experi¬ 
enced pilots and one was a 
student pilot. 

Although the aircraft did 
not have flight-data and 
cockpit voice recorders 
(sometimes called ‘black 
boxes’, although they are 
actually orange), investiga¬ 
tors are hoping that some 
information about the flight 
can he gleaned from an 
examination of computer 
chips in the aircraft s 
control panels.

The Didsbury & District 
Historical Society 

The historical society was founded 
in 1978 to oversee operations of the 
Didsbury Museum. It was founded 
with the objectives of P.R.I.D.E. 
Preserve, Research, Interpret, 
Display and Educate. It was estab¬ 
lished to tell the story of the found¬ 
ing. settlement and development of 
the community in and around the 
Town of Didsbury from the late 1800s 
to present. 

The Historical Society operates 
under the guidance of a Board of 
Directors and its work is carried out 
primarily by volunteers. They hold 
fundraisers to keep up with repairs 
and production of more exhibits. 
There is always much work to be 
done to their building as it was built 
in the early 1900s. The museum 
moved to the “The Old Red Brick 
School House" in 1989, which was a 
perfect continuation of its long histo¬ 
ry from school house, to temporary 
hospital, to training area during 
WWII. The beautiful two-story brick
